1 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in Pat. No. 6,178,477 and 6,546,476. The 
improvement features include the system and method of delivering a command in a 
bus system, including one or more master devices and two or more slave devices 
comprising the step of delivering a second command to a second slave device at a 
point in time which is less than or equal to a latency time of the second device in 
advance of the completion of the data transfer according to the first command 
(claims 1 , 8); a pseudo delayer which includes a storing unit for storing a number 
of delay clock cycles which corresponding to respective differences between the 
longest of the latency times of all the slave devices and the latency time of each 
slave device, which receives a first command for first device fi"om the master 
device and which delivers the first command to the first slave device after a 
number of delay clock cycles corresponding to the number stored in the storing 
unit for the first slave device has lapsed (claims 6,13).
